If there are ques- 
tions to be asked or information to 
impart, growers are asked not to 
delay the calling operator with it, 
but to hang up the receiver and then 
call "frost warning" to ask the de- 
sired information.

The deliv- 
ered carload value of the crop was 
$173,000,789, of which $54,126,687 
was spent for freight and refrigera- 
tion. 


The combined American supply of 


oranges and grapefruit 
from

sources was, in round numbers, 138,- 
000 cars for the year, compared with 
87,000 in 1928, 105,000 in 1927, 93,- 
00 in 1926, and 88,000 in 1925. 


This enormous supply, heavy to 


small sizes, together with unfavor- 
able winter weather, proved a severe 
test of marketing facilities and also, 
tested the consuming capacity of 
the American public, says Mr. De- 
zell 's report. 


The previous bumper crop of five 


years ago, 23 per ceut less tiian thai 
of 1929 during winter months, and 
of desirable sizes, averaged below 
the cost of production. Continued 
development of demand for citrus 
fruits, particularly in juice form, is 
given much credit by Mr, Dezell for 
the consumption of the enormous 
1929 orange crop at average returns 
that showed some profit to the grow- 
er.

Walnut Returns— 


The walnut harvest in the Puente and West Covina dis- 


trict is to return better than a million dollars this year, 
according to incomplete reports as the season nears its 
close.Over 3,500 tons of nuts have been harvested and pro- 
cessed, and partial payments have been made to growers 
on the first pool. The season has been satisfactory, altho 
not of a spectacular character. More .than 1,200 tons of the 
yield went into the "Diamond" class, coming principally 
from the budded trees, with very few "off-grades" from 
this class. From the seedlings, about 100 tons went into 
an inferior grade. The quality was aided by good weather 
at the time of ripening and harvesting, always an impor- 
tant factor in this crop. 


The crop ran to 2,200 tons last year, but altho the crop 


was much heavier this year, the harvesting and processing 
was accomplished in about the same time. 


In the local area, the walnut industry is in as good con- 


dition as anywhere in the state. Walnuts have been proven 
to be a dependable crop over periods of years, and altho 
the culture of walnuts is a comparatively new study, this 
has made remarkable strides in the field as well as in mar- 
keting. 


•Three years of intensive walnut cost survey by the farm 


bureau has been completed to the point where the data for 
the tariff hearings is available, and in the hands of the 
senate committee. This work, however, may be of little 
use, temporarily, as the present tariff bill is in a bad jam , 
in congress, and may never be passed. 


The walnut crop is a big Thanksgiving present to this 


valley. It brings in a flood of money in the aggregate at 
a time when other crops are marketed. It has been a mar- 
velous transformation that has taken place on 8,000 acres 
of the old "Lucky" Baldwin ranch that was but poor grain 
fields a few years ago.

The men who put together our newspapers always re- 


serve a place for tragic events along with sports events. 
Crowded busses, filled with revelers, innocently celebrating 
victory, become the center of a story of awful tragedy. 
Careless speed almost always accompanies hectic excite- 
ment, for any cause. 
We should remember that the automobile is an imper- 


sonal killer. The machine responds to the throttle without 
regard to what may be in its path. The only safeguard is 
sanity at the wheel and at the gas pedal. When sanity is 
not present, whether because of excessive joy, excitement, 
or for any cause, the machine is rushing toward tragedy. 


Our schools perform a wonderful service for all of us by 


carefully supervising conduct and action on the field of 
sports and in the schools. But something must be done 
to continue to some extent that supervision when the game 
is over else we are to have it brot home to our own house- 
holds how bitter is joy that ends in tragedy, and how like 
ashes is that victory that ends in a hospital morgue.

given before the Sun-Maid rftisin

IN GAME NOTED FOR LACK 


OF OFFENSIVE LINE ATTACK 


Lack of opportune breaks, a few mistakes, and Covina high 


school last Friday was eliminated in its first playoff game for 
southern California championship honors, losing to Whittier 6-0. 
After the team's peak performance with Bakersfleld the week 
before, there seemed to prevail in Friday's contest a spirit of 
apathy, both among the players and the spectators.

;heir nice new drivers' licenses all 
mussed up with a record of convic- 
ions on certain offenses against the 
state vehicle act, should note care-

ng to the Automobile Club of South- 
srn California.

fractions of the state law that will 


recorded against drivers on their 


license cards, it is advised, and these 
rules for conduct on the road are 
state-wide. 


The driver's license card from now 


on is designed to bear the history of 
all suspensions or revocations of the 
licenses and also to act as a record 
of the conviction of the operator of 
certain offenses against the 
law.
